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Education Act takes aim at 
schoolyard, online bullies 


Introduced in 
legislature. Proposed 
law would grant more 
power to principals 
to counter bullying 


The province is taking on 
schoolyard bullies with new 
legislation introduced on 
Tuesday as part of a sweep¬ 
ing overhaul of the Education 
Act. 

“We’ve outhned the ex¬ 
pectations for both students 
and school boards to prevent 
bull 3 dng, (to) take action 
when it happens and protect 
children from the horrible 
consequences of bull 3 dng 
whether it happens in the 
schoolyard, on buses or on¬ 
line,” Education Minister Jeff 
Johnson said. 

Under the anti-bull 3 dng 
provisions, principals and 
trustees will have more au¬ 
thority to address not only 
the bullying that happens 
on school grounds, but also 
bull 3 dng that happens on 
websites or off the grounds — 
such as hazing — that affects 
a student’s ability to learn. 

The principal and the 
board will have the power to 
issue suspensions and expul¬ 


sions. 

Sarah Hofiffnan, chair of 
the Edmonton Public School 
Board, hadn’t seen the act 
at press time, but said the 
schools are doing a lot al¬ 
ready to counter bull 5 dng. 

“In terms of what our dis¬ 
trict is doing right now with 
bull 3 dng prevention, there is 
extensive work happening,” 
Hoffman said. 

Debbie Engel, Hoffman’s 
counterpart on the Edmon¬ 
ton Catholic School Board, 
welcomed the bill and said 
she was pleased to see bully¬ 
ing put front and centre. 

“One of the biggest posi¬ 
tives is the strict, strict anti- 
bull 3 dng legislation that is 
coming out,” she said. 

Engel said the tragic death 
of British Columbia teenager 
Amanda Todd is proof that a 
new law is needed to keep up 
with the times. 

“A good part of that bully¬ 
ing took place through tech¬ 
nology, and not necessarily 
on the school grounds,” she 
said. 

This is the third time the 
bill has been introduced. If 
it passes, school boards will 
have until September 2015 to 
update their regulations.

XL Foods plant given 
green light to reopen

Inspections to be

Canada’s food-safety watchdog 
restored the operating hcence 
Tuesday for a southern Alberta 
meat-packing plant at the cen¬ 
tre of a massive recall of taint¬ 
ed beef, and also launched a 
review of the E. coh crisis that 
sickened at least 16 people. 

But the Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency (CFIA) ac¬ 
knowledged that its control 
over food safety inside the na¬ 
tion’s slaughterhouses has its 
limits: it is still up to compan¬ 
ies such as XL Foods to honour 


its own safety plans. 

“They had a series of prob¬ 
lems which we required cor¬ 
rective action on, and which 
we’re seeking confidence that 
they’ve now addressed,” said 
Paul Mayers, vice-president of 
programs at the CFIA. 

Officials emphasized the 
fact that E. coli outbreaks have 
decreased over the past dec¬ 
ade, suggesting the food safety 
regime in Canada is continu¬ 
ally improving. 

Martine Dubuc, the vice- 
president of science at the 
agency, said it came down to 
XL Foods not communicating 
as regularly or as transparent¬ 
ly as it was supposed to with 
the inspectors inside the plant. 

The reporting issue is 
likely to come up as the CFIA

Calgary cops jump 
on the video 
bandwagon 

Calgary police are getting 
rolling on a candid cruiser 
cam crusade. 

Sgt. Evel Kiez of the 
Calgary Police Service said 
the service hopes to install 
on-board cameras in each 


of that city’s 250 cruis¬ 
ers by 2014 at a cost of $2 
million. 

Once installed, the video 
devices will be automatic¬ 
ally activated anytime a 
vehicle’s flashing lights are 
activated and, as policy, 
officers will be required to 
switch the system on dur¬ 
ing all interactions with the 
public, Kiez said. 

He added the systems 
provide clear evidence for 


potential court proceed¬ 
ings. 

“We use a description 
— if a picture tells 1,000 
words, a video tells one mil¬ 
lion words,” Kiez said. 

Edmonton Police Service 
launched a pilot project to 
have officers wear chest 
cams while on duty, and 
the Calgary Police Service 
is investigating a similar 
program.

Edmonton’s Winter City 
Strategy got high marks from 
city councillors on Tuesday 
and will now move forward 
with the hopes it gets city 
dollars later this year. 

The strategy, which puts 
an emphasis on getting Ed¬ 
montonians outside dur¬ 
ing the colder months, was 
released last week, but re¬ 
ceived support from coun¬ 
cil’s community service com¬ 
mittee Tuesday. 

Among the ideas are more 
outdoor activities, building 
standards that cut down on 
cold winds and the encour¬ 
agement of outdoor patios. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi 
thanked the think-tank that 
helped develop the report 
and said it was clear it was 
about a culture change for 
the city. 

“I completely agree with 
you that a shift has to hap¬ 
pen in the way we think,” 


said Sohi. 

Coun. Ben Henderson, 
who worked on the report, 
said it was nice to get the 
support from his colleagues. 
He said the city has to recog¬ 
nize that winter exists. 

“This is a major part of 
who we are as a city and we 
need to take advantage of it 
and run with it,” said Hen¬ 
derson. 

City administration will 
be asking for $362,000 in 
next year’s budget to help 
implement the strategy. 

Budget discussions will 
begin in November.

As the expiration of a two- 
year moratorium that has 
prevented public schools 
in Edmonton from clos¬ 
ing nears, Edmonton pub¬ 
lic school board trustees 
passed a recommendation 
to develop and implement a 
strategy that will address a 
major infrastructure deficit. 

“By 2021, unless there 
is significant funding com¬ 
ing forward from Alberta 
Education we’re going to 
be facing one billion dollars 
of deferred infrastructure 
maintenance,” said board 
chair Sarah Hoffman. 

One of the first motions 
the newly elected school 
board made two years ago 
was to place a delay on 
school closures. 

During the moratorium, 
which concludes at the end 
of November, the board was 
to identify ways to support 
schools instead of close 
them. 

On Tuesday, trustees dis¬ 
cussed what to do as the 
expiry of the moratorium 
nears. 

A recommendation, stat¬ 
ing that administration will 
develop and implement a 
district infrastructure strat¬ 
egy, was passed. 

“The time of the mora¬ 
torium is coming to an end 
and we need to decide how 
we’re going to move for¬ 
ward,” Hoffman said. 

“What the board passed 
tonight was a recommenda¬

“We are accustomed to 
seeing politicians change 
their position from four years 
ago,” Obama told a Florida 
rally Tuesday. 

“We are not accustomed 
to seeing politicians change 
their positions from four days 
ago.” 

Romney presented a more 
centrist approach to foreign 
policy during the Monday- 
night debate. 

But the Obama campaign 
said the Republican’s per¬ 
formance showed he is will¬ 
ing to shift from or lose his 
more conservative positions 
to satisfy his more main¬ 
stream constituents. 

The two are neck-and-neck 
in the race for the White 
House as they enter the two- 
week home stretch before 
Election Day. 

With the final debate 
behind them, the economy 
ruled the day Tuesday. 


Obama brandished a new 
20-page summary of his 
second-term agenda and told 
a campaign crowd in Flor¬ 
ida that Romney’s blueprint 
“doesn’t really create jobs. 
His deficit plan doesn’t re¬ 
duce the deficit; it adds to it.” 

Later Tuesday, the 

president joined Vice- 
President Joe Biden in what 
is likely to be the most cru¬ 
cial battleground state of 
all, Ohio. In Da 3 d:on, Obama

Canada’s economy may well 
be muddling through, but 
on a more personal level, 
Canadians generally are not, 
a new study of well-being 
suggests. 

The Canadian Well-being 
Index, led by researchers at 
the University of Waterloo, 
shows that quality of life in 
Canada deteriorated by 24 
per cent between the onset 
of recession in 2008 and

Canada’s main economic 
indicator, gross domestic 
product, only declined by 
about 8.3 per cent over the 
same period and began to 
make a turnaround by the 
end of 2010.

The warden of the prison 
where Ohio puts inmates to 
death says the state’s execu¬ 
tion table can easily hold a 
400-pound condemned in¬ 
mate who has argued he is so 
big it might collapse. 

The table was tested by 
placing an equally-heavy 
prison employee on it and by 
placing weights on it. 

“The execution table held 
firmly and showed no signs of 
instability,” Donald Morgan, 
warden at the Southern Ohio 
Correctional Facility, said in a 
court filing late Monday op¬ 
posing inmate Ronald Post’s 
request to be spared. 

Post’s attorneys said 
last month he weighs 480 
pounds, while the state says 
Post weighed 396 pounds last 
week. 

Post, 53, is scheduled to 
die Jan. 16 for the 1983 shoot¬ 
ing death of Helen Vantz. 

Vantz’s son. Bill Vantz, 
has called Post’s arguments 
“laughable.” 

Post argues his weight, 
vein access, scar tissue, de¬ 
pression and other medical 
problems raise the likeli¬ 
hood his executioners would 
encounter severe problems.

An Alberta Court of 
Appeal judge ruled Tuesday 
against a Suncor applica¬ 
tion for a stay of the injimc¬ 
tion.

New tablet 'is not just 
a shrunken down iPad,’ 
senior Apple exec says 


Apple introduced a smaller 
iPad on Tuesday as expected, 
and updated its full-sized one. 
It also unveiled new Mac com¬ 
puters, including a 13.3-inch 
version of a MacBook Pro with 
sharper, “Retina” display. 

With a screen measuring 
7.9 inches on the diagonal, the 
iPad Mini is about two-thirds 
the size of the regular iPad. 
“You can hold it in one hand,” 
said Philip Schiller, Apple’s 
senior vice-president for world¬ 
wide marketing. “It’s not just 
a shrunken down iPad. It’s an 
entirely new design.” 

The iPad Mini starts at $329 
US, which makes it more ex¬ 
pensive than rival, seven-inch 
products — 7\mazon.com Inc.’s 
Kindle Fire starts at $159 US, 
and Google Inc.’s Nexus 7 at 
$199 US. 

Advance orders for the iPad 
Mini and the new fuU-sized 


iPad will begin Friday, and the 
products will be available Nov. 
2. Two weeks later, a version 
capable of using cellular net¬ 
works wiU go on sale. That’s 
a feature the cheaper, 
seven-inch tablets 
don’t have. 

The new full- 
sized iPad is an 
update to the third- 
generation device 
that went on sale 
in March. It has a 
sharper screen and 
promises a faster 
processing chip 
and faster wire¬ 
less Wi-Fi con¬ 
nectivity. Prices 
start at $499 US.

Homeowners have cut back to meet 
mortgage payments, survey finds 


A new survey suggests many 
Canadian homeowners have 
made cutbacks in the past year 
to make mortgage payments 
and three-quarters would feel 
a significant squeeze in their fi¬ 
nances from even a modest rise 
in mortgage payments. 

The inaugural BMO Hous¬ 
ing Confidence Report finds 
one-third of those surveyed 
say they’ve already cut back 
on spending, while one-quar¬ 
ter have reduced the amount 
they’re saving and 17 per cent 
have dipped into savings to 
meet mortgage obhgations. 


By the numbers 


72 % 

Seventy two per cent of respondents say 
they would feel significant strain from a 
modest increase in their monthly mort¬ 
gage payments, such as from an increase 
in interest rates. 


Meanwhile, 16 per cent say 
a 10 per cent rise in mortgage 
payments would leave them at 
risk of not being able to afford 
their home. 


StiU, homeowners seem 
relatively confident in the 
market, with 46 per cent of re¬ 
spondents saying they plan to 
buy in the next five years. 

The report, which was con¬

Fish brain lights 
up to win contest 

A first-ever picture of the 
blood brain barrier in a 
live animal has won this 
year’s Nikon Small World 
Competition, which rec¬ 
ognizes excellence in pho¬ 
tography taken through a 
microscope. 

The blood brain 
barrier in a live zebra 
fish embryo was made 
by Jennifer Peters and 
Michael Taylor at St. Jude 
Children’s Hospital in 
Memphis, Tenn. metro

Can you describe the 
photo? 

This image is of blood 
vessels from the brain of a 
live zebra fish larva. Using 
a fluorescent protein, we 
labelled the vessels that 
make up the blood brain 
barrier. As the colour 
changes from red to yellow 
to green to blue, the vessels 
are going deeper into the 
brain. 


How is this image import¬ 
ant in science and art? 

This is the first time the 
entire blood brain barrier 
has been imaged in a live 
animal. I believe that new 
models of the blood brain 
barrier, such as the zebra 
fish shown in our image, 
may lead to new treatments 
for central nervous system 
diseases that disrupt the 
BBB: neurodegenerative dis¬ 
orders, brain tumours and 
strokes, to name a few. 

Esthetically, it’s abso¬ 
lutely stunning.

Ian Fleming coined the phrase 
“A Martini. Shaken, not stirred” 
at Duke’s Hotel (St. James’s 
Place, London), in the city’s May- 
fair district. It boasts a sump¬ 
tuous and refined bar where 
hedge fund managers and art 
gallerists — and occasionally a 
dashing 007 double — sip cock¬ 
tails well into the night. 

No sooner had I arrived at 
this quaint bar than the head 
barman Alessandro Palazzi, 
in his pristine white tuxedo, 
whisked me to my comer table. 
After glancing at my own attire, 
he kindly says to me: “You’ll 
want to have The Vesper.”

Pohsh vodka, one of Lillet Blanc 
and two dashes of Angostura 
bitters, topped off with a slice 
of orange peel. Alessandro’s 
preparation of the drink before 
my eyes was tantalizing — the 
taste, intoxicating. Dry, rough, 
smooth, potent, invigorating 
and $27.70 — it had as many 
qualifiers as it had ingredients. 

My lips and mouth had been 
shaken and stirred. 

Andfinally, the Bond girl 

With Vesper flowing through 
my bloodstream, it was high 
time I got to work. The mission? 
Ghat up more potential Bond 
girls. Armed with a feigned ego 
and innuendo-filled one-liners 
that would embarrass M, I head¬ 
ed for the aptly (and worryingly) 
named Dirty Martini (11/12 Rus¬ 
sell St., Govent Garden, London). 

At first I was blown off and 
berated, even slapped at by 
a woman who said, “I’m too 


dirty for you.” Burned, James, 
burned. Maybe some Bondian 
pick-up lines would work? 

“Hi,” I said, smoulderingly, 
to the fair-skinned girl with de¬ 
lightful auburn hair. She asked 
if I was American, to which I 
replied, “No, I’m Irish.” (I really 
should have followed with, 
“like Pierce Brosnan!”)

When The Devils was un¬ 
leashed on the world in 1971, 
the film’s mix of sex, religion 
and violence disturbed many 
people, including a boy in 
Nova Scotia who would even¬ 
tually become a Toronto film 
critic. 

“I was too young to see it. 
I remember that it unsettled 
me to such an extent that 
I thought that on the list 
of movies I’ll never watch 
again, this is probably one of 
them,” says Richard Crouse 


of his early experience with 
the still-controversial movie 
by English film director Ken 
Russell. 

“Years later, I became a 
Ken Russell fan. I went back 
and revisited it and realized 
that I was just too young the 
first time I saw it and that it is 
a masterpiece,” says Crouse. 

In 2010 Crouse hosted a 
Q&A session with Russell, 
who was making a special ap¬ 
pearance at the Bloor Cinema 
for a screening of The Dev¬ 
ils. As the 83-year-old slowly 
made his way to the stage, 
950 moviegoers jumped to 
their feet cheering 


“At that moment, I 
thought, there’s enough in¬ 
terest here and enough of 
a story that I think this will 
make a great book,” says 
Crouse. 

And so it has. Earlier this 
month, Crouse released his 
book Raising Hell: Ken Rus¬ 
sell and the Unmaking of The 
Devils, which details the cre¬ 
ation of the film and the con¬ 
troversy that surrounded it. 

The Devils is based on a 
true tale of demonic posses¬ 
sion in 17th-century France. 

Russell went about weav¬ 
ing a script that included 
plenty of nudity, graphic tor¬ 


ture scenes, and masturbation 
with rehgious icons. Warner 
Brothers backed the project. 

“The Devils was a main¬ 
stream movie when it came 
out. It wasn’t some weird 
thing that would be shown 
at midnight in one theatre 
in Greenwich Village,” says 
Crouse. 

Before it reached the 
public, though, Russell’s im¬ 
agining was hacked by cen¬ 
sors. Why this film has been 
relegated to a footnote in 
pop culture consciousness 
was a question Crouse set 
out to answer. 

“Why is it that not even 


two years after The Devils 
came out The Exorcist — 
with a young girl mastur¬ 
bating with a cross — it’s ac¬ 
cepted and re-released and 
celebrated?” 

“In the Exorcist, good ul¬ 
timately triumphs and that 
left people with this good 
feeling at the end of it. So 
that’s why that movie gets 
by with virtually no cuts.” 

In contrast. The Devils 
leaves viewers with a feel¬ 
ing of despondency. “I think 
it was a reflection of the 
troubled, unsettled times 
and maybe people straying 
a little bit from the church.”

Interview. Rob Cohen 
has become one of

Rob Cohen’s latest film, the 
Tyler-Perry-starring franchise 
reboot Alex Cross, may have 
disappointed at the box of¬ 
fice in its opening weekend 

— pulling in $11.75 million 
in the U.S. — but don’t count 
the prolific filmmaker out. 
Cohen’s career has had many 
chapters, starting on the 
studio side in development 
before becoming a producer 

— for films like Mahogany 
and the Wiz — and then a TV 
and eventually film director, 
launching the XXX and the 
Fast and the Furious fran¬ 
chises. And he’s still got a few 
tricks left up his sleeve. Here 
are a few lessons Cohen has 
learned along the way. 

The secret to a long career: 
staying young at heart. 

“The secret is to always listen 


to the 25-year-old inside 
yourself, to not stop,” says 
the 63-year-old Cohen. “I 
think so many people get 
what I’ll call hardening of 
the categories. Like (vice- 
presidential candidate) Paul 
Ryan with Led Zeppelin. In 
other words, all the 30 or 40 
more years of music don’t 
exist. Well, culture is a living, 
breathing, constantly evolv¬ 
ing organism and you can 
choose to keep up with that 
organism or you can choose 
to just root somewhere 


within it that’s familiar. And 
I think it’s really import¬ 
ant, if you’re going to stay 
in a business like the movie 
business, that you keep mov¬ 
ing with the edge of it. And 
that’s just rel 3 dng on the per¬ 
son inside you that you were 
when the world was new. 

You have to see the world 
with beginner’s eyes and be 
as wondrous about it as you 
were the first time you heard 
the Rolling Stones.” 

Know your place in the 


marketplace. 

“I could see that the tent- 
pole business was going to 
go to a handful of guys — 
(Christopher) Nolan, Zack 
Snyder. There are three 
to five of those guys that 
were going to get called for 
ever 3 Thing, and there’s the 
Marvel answer, which is no 
money, no gross, no nothing. 
Do the movie, be told what 
to do, be told who’s going 
to be in it, be told what the 
costumes are going to look 
like, and then you go say

action and cut. That wasn’t 
my desire, either. I came out 
of episodic television. I know 
how to shoot a Miami Vice in 
seven days. You don’t forget 
that stuff just because you’ve 
had $160 million to make a 
movie. Some people want to 
forget it.” 

Don’t give up on things 
— especially another XXX 
movie with Vin Diesel. 

“We almost had it done at 
Sony, we almost had it done 
at Paramount, and we fell 
apart there,” Cohen admits 
about the long-planned 
franchise relaunch. “I think 
now they wish they had that 
movie, with their release 
schedule. But it will rise up 
again. I’m just waiting for 
Vin to get his head out of 


Fast and Furious six, seven, 
eight, nine and 10.” 

Keep track of the decades. 

“To have a long career — and 
I’ve had a four-decade-plus 
career now — you have to 
reinvent yourself every 10 
years, pretty much. I spent 
the first 10 years or so of my 
career as a studio executive 
producer, then I made myself 
a director and I spent the 
next 10 years doing some 
features but mostly tele¬ 
vision,” Cohen says. “When 
I wrote and directed Dragon: 
the Bruce Lee Story in ‘92, 
that started a committed dir¬ 
ecting career because I final¬ 
ly had a financial and critical 
hit to stand on. But then by 
2001,1 had to turn another 
card trick, and that was the 
Fast and the Furious — to go 
younger. After The Mummy 
made $405 million, I didn’t 
go to do another tent-pole. I 
thought. I’ll be fighting and 
I’ll be doing the ones with 
the numbers after it — two, 
three, four. I don’t want to be 
there. That’s almost, to a cer¬ 
tain point, that’s like being a 
traffic cop. And I wanted to 
do something that was still 
filmmaker-y, and that was 
the indie world. So that’s 
where I’m at.”

In one of Matala’s ancient caves 
Joni Mitchell had a bad night’s 
sleep. 

But which one? 

The Canadian folksinging 
icon joined a wave of hippies 
from around the globe that 
washed ashore at this village 
on Crete’s south coast in the 
late-1960s. A key attraction: the 
sandstone caves at the north 
end of the beach that provided 
free accommodation. 

In pubhshed photos of the 
time, the hippies look as if 
they’ve occupied some bizarre 
prehistoric hotel as they loimge 
outside their cliffside dwellings. 

These days swimsuit-clad 
tourists clamber up ledges on 
the cliff to explore the caves all 
day long. Access is free. 


“The fact that Joni Mitchell 
was here, and all the hippies, 
I think it makes Matala an at¬ 
traction for the tourists,” says 
Luigi Sirianni, 32, one of sev¬ 
eral vendors who set up tables 


of handmade jewelry every day 
on the beach. 

More than four decades 
after the hippy invasion, this 
Greek village continues to cash 
in on the 1960s legacy that has 


become its brand. 

Swirly, psychedelic-style im¬ 
ages are painted on roads and 
laneways. Gift shops do a brisk 
trade in flower-power stick¬ 
ers, and T-shirts adorned with 


peace symbols. 

On a warm Saturday night 
in late-September, a barefoot 
musician sat cross-legged on a 
platform outside a cffe as he 
performed on electric sitar. 


harmonica and Apple laptop 
before an appreciative crowd. 

“Business here is very good, 
and anyone who says it isn’t 
is lying,” says Voula Hristo- 
doylald, 52, who has owned a 
bookshop here for 30 years. 

“It’s not tragic eveiywhere 
in Greece lilce they say on TV,” 
she says, referring to the coun¬ 
try’s depressed economy and 
weakened tourism industry. 

A three-day festival with 
roimd-the-clock music drew 
over 50,000 visitors to Matala 
this past Jime. Inaugurated in 
2011 as a hippy reunion, the 
event will be staged annually, 
organizers say.

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Chorizo sausage steals spotlight in 
roasted chicken with root vegetables 


Roasted chicken with chorizo and root veggies 



This recipe serves six, matthew mead/ the associated press 


Sometimes it’s best not to over¬ 
think things — as in this basic 
roasted chicken, a take on a 
simple French classic. 

Eveiything is just tossed 
into a pot, put in the oven and 
ignored until done. The recipe 
calls for a cast-iron Dutch oven. 
These really are indispensable 
for making all manner of roasts 
and stews. 

And they are as happy 
on the burner as in the oven 


Ingredients 


• 1 tsp garlic powder 

• 1 tsp kosher salt 

• 3- to 4-lb whole chicken 

• 1 tbsp olive oil 

• 1 lb cooking chorizo, casing 
removed and discarded, meat 
finely chopped 

• 4 sprigs fresh thyme 

• 3 sprig fresh rosemary 

• 1 medium yellow onion, 
quartered 

• 12-oz bag baby carrots 

• 1 lb new potatoes 

• 1 lemon, quartered 

• 6 cloves garlic, peeled but 
left whole 

• Ground black pepper, to taste 


(where, when covered, their 
heavy hds seal in moisture). 

The most unique aspect of 
this recipe is the use of chorizo. 

At its most basic, chorizo is 
a sausage made from chopped 
or groimd pork and a ton of sea¬ 
sonings, often including garhc. 

The flavours are deeply 
smoky and savoury, with vaiy- 
ing degrees of heat. 

Most are assertive and pep¬ 
pery, but not truly spicy. 

1 . Heat the oven to 350 F. 

2 . Combine the salt and 
garhc powder, then rub the 
mixture over and under the 
skin of the chicken. Set aside. 

3 . In a 5 1/2-quart (or larger) 
Dutch oven over medium-high, 
heat the oil. Add the chicken 
and sear for 5 minutes per side. 
Transfer the chicken to a plate. 

4 . Add the chorizo to the pan, 
then saute for 4 minutes. Add 
the thyme and rosemary. Heat 
for 30 seconds. 

5 . Return the chicken to 
the pan, breast up. Arrange 
the onion, carrots, potatoes.

You’ve been doing your re¬ 
search to apply to grad schools 
— looking at the school, the 
program, the faculty, its facili¬ 
ties and services, its reputa¬ 
tion and its academic require¬ 
ments. 

However, one thing you 
must also do your research 
on is the location of your pro¬ 
gram. 

Many students tend not 
to consider how much living in 
a certain city will cost, and that 
should be almost as import¬ 
ant as the school itself, since 
those costs are very much 
linked together. Since you will 
be spending an37where be¬ 
tween 12 and 24 months as 
a full-time student at these 
schools, you need to consider 
the city the school is located in 
as well. 


Climate 

Let’s say you abhor all things 
snowy and cold. Even though 
the University of Alberta and 
the University of Manitoba 
have programs that suit your 
research interests, how well 
are you going to be able to cope 
with temperatures that can be 
as low as (and sometimes even 
colder than) -40C? 

Similarly, if you detest rain, 
the University of British Col¬ 
umbia or McMaster University 
won’t be good choices for you. 

Cost of living 

Although the chmate and tem¬ 
perature can have a lot to do 
with how you will enjoy the 
city, you need to also examine 
the cost of hving. 

Because some locales are 
more isolated or have shorter 
growing seasons, groceries can 
be much more expensive in 
some areas over others. How¬ 
ever, in smaller towns, there is 
often less variety and it can be 
more difiicult for you to pur¬ 
chase specialty foods. 

In other cities, the climate 
is great, or it is close to major 
financial or cultural centres, so 
the cost of living there is much 
greater than other places with¬ 
in Canada 


Transportation 


En route to education 


• Something else to 
consider is the cost of 
transportation within dif¬ 
ferent cities: do you have 
a transit pass included 
in your tuition, or do 
you need to pay for a 
monthly pass? Do you 
have a car and do you 
need to pay for gas, park¬ 
ing and maintenance? 


• Similarly, if you live in a 
large city, car insurance 
has a tendency to cost 
more than if you were in 
a smaller community. 


Moving costs 

One of the last things you 
should consider is how much 
it will cost you to move to this 
new city. If you are moving 
cross-coimtry, the cost of rent¬ 
ing a vehicle to bring all of your 
stuff can be upwards of $10,000 
or more. This can include the 
rental of a truck/trailer, insur¬ 
ance, a fee per kilometre you 
drive, the cost of gas, the fees 
issued by the rental company 


to drive their vehicle back, as 
well as buying food and renting 
a hotel room. 

If you opt to bring only the 
essentials with you, furnishing 
an apartment can be expen¬ 
sive as well. If you only plan to 
live in that city for the length 
of your program, perhaps it’s 
more worthwhile to live in resi¬ 
dence for some of the time. 

However, Zac Spicer, a PhD 
student in political science at 
Western University in London, 
Ont., makes a great point when 
it comes to accessing what 
the location of your prospect¬ 
ive school may be: “Location 
should be the last considera¬ 
tion of anyone applying to grad 
school, but it does obviously 
play a role in deciding where to 
go. ... I would caution anyone 
from letting this factor be the 
deciding one. Look at what the 
school offers, then consider the 
location.”

NHL League provided 
48 hours for GMs,

Distrust continues to creep 
into the NHL’s stalled labour 
negotiations. 

The NHL Players’ Asso¬ 
ciation was questioning the 
league’s motives after news 
surfaced Tuesday that team 
owners and general managers 
were given a 48-hour window 
last week to speak with play¬ 
ers about the NHL’s latest con¬ 
tract offer. 

“Most owners are not al¬ 
lowed to attend bargaining 
meetings,” said Steve Fehr, the 
NHLPA’s special counsel. “No 
owners are allowed to speak 
to the media about the bar-

• It was unclear how many 


gaining. It is interesting that 
they are secretly unleashed to 
talk to the players about the 
meetings the players can at¬ 
tend, but the owners cannot.” 

The window was granted 
last Wednesday. Team em¬ 
ployees were told they could 
answer questions about the 
offer from players until 11:59 
p.m. on Friday. 

“Players were contacting 
club personnel to inquire 
about our proposal,” said dep¬ 
uty commissioner Bill Daly. 


players were contacted, 
but one general manager 
acknowledged privately that 
he chose not to speak with 
his players because he felt 
uncomfortable doing so. 


“We gave them a limited win¬ 
dow in which to respond to 
those inquiries.” 

The NHL’s negotiations 
have stalled just days before a 
deadline to save the entire sea¬ 
son. On Tuesday evening, the 
NHLPA requested a Wednes¬ 
day meeting at the league’s 
New York office, provided it 
was held without pre-condi¬ 
tions. 

However, Daly said that it 
wouldn’t be granted since the 
union hadn’t shown any inter¬ 


est in the NHL’s most recent 
proposal and wasn’t ready to 
table another offer of its own. 

“What would we be meet¬ 
ing about?” said Daly. 

The NHL sent out strict 
guidelines prior to allowing 
club personnel to speak with 
players for the first time since 
the work stoppage began, but 
didn’t alert the union it was 
doing so. In a lengthy internal 
memo obtained by The Can¬ 
adian Press, the league stated 
clearly to teams that the dis¬ 
cussions had to be limited to 
the contents of the proposal. 

It also provided examples 
of questions that shouldn’t 
be asked of players and noted 
that any violation would be 
subject to NHL bylaw 17.17, 
which grants commissioner 
Gary Bettman the power to 
levy fines up to $250,000 US.

Hard road ahead for q^cling to regain credibility 


Doping fallout. 

Sport’s top official says 
stripping Armstrong 
of Tour de France 
titles gives it some 
‘moral authority' 


Mired in a crisis caused by 
the Lance Armstrong doping 
affair, the sport of cycling 
faces an uphill trek to regain 


credibility. 

Still, cycling’s top official 
said the sport can succeed 
despite the doubts of many, 
including anti-doping lead¬ 
ers who on Tuesday called for 
Armstrong-era officials to be 
removed. 

“By the decisions we have 
taken (Monday) it has given 
us the moral authority,” UCI 
president Pat McQuaid told 
The Associated Press after the 
UCI accepted the sanctions 
that stripped Armstrong of

his seven Tour de France 
titles and all other race re¬ 
sults since August 1998. 
Skeptics still insist that 


the UCI protected Armstrong 
from scrutiny for many 
years, and was reluctantly 
forced to disown him by a 
devastating report published 
this month by the U.S. Anti- 
Doping Agency. Across 1,000 
pages of evidence, it detailed 
how Armstrong’s teams used 
and trafficked banned drugs 
— coercing some teammates 
into the conspiracy — to 
dominate the Tour from 
1999-2005. 

“We really had no option 


but to make the decision we 
made,” McQuaid said. 

McQuaid’s denunciation 
that Armstrong “deserves to 
be forgotten in cycling” was 
surprisingly strong after the 
UCI had previously backed 
Armstrong’s failed legal fight 
to deny USADA jurisdiction 
in the case. 

“We haven’t tried to find a 
way to defend an icon in our 
sport — we’ve accepted real¬ 
ity,” the UCI president told

To be a mid-sized sedan in this 
day and age means that you 
actually have to be a lot more 
than just a mid-sized sedan. 

You have to have a super- 
attractive entry price. You also 
have to show that you hke 
clean air, trees and fluffy rab¬ 
bits romping in fields. And, you 
have to be sporty enough for 
moms and dads who gave up 
their two-door cars when the 
stork came calling. But, since 
you can’t really put all of that 
together in one car, the Malibu 
— and others in this class — 
have separate models to take 
care of a broad buyer base. 

Once considered somewhat 
plain and uninspiring in a rent¬ 
al-fleet sort of way, the Mahbu 
regained its groove for the 2008 
model year with sharp styling, 
thoughtfully designed interior 


appointments and competent 
road manners. The reviews bor¬ 
dered on gushing, sales spiked 
and the mid-size Chevy was 
walking proud again.

When this system doesn’t 
work properly, the sound is 
noticeable as cylinders are 
deactivated. If it’s working, 
drivers shouldn’t hear it. 

Another possible issue 
may be related to the 
transmission. Some drivers 
report a clunking, surging 
or vibration apparent when 
shifting gears. If the Accord 
Hybrid you’re considering 
doesn’t feel like it’s shifting 
properly, be double sure to 
have it checked out.

You know that your child 
should always be in the 
proper safety seat at all 
times in a vehicle. But 
you may not be aware of 
changing recommenda¬ 
tions for the type of seat 
they use. 

The transition through 
various types of seats de¬ 
pends more on a child’s 
development than age or 
weight, according to Bar¬ 
bara Baines, child passen¬ 
ger safety advocate for Bri- 
tax. 

“Britax recommends 
rear-facing as long as pos¬ 
sible,” she says. 

“It’s a safer way to 
travel, because during a 
frontal collision, the force 
of the collision is absorbed 
through the back of the 
seat, and there is no energy 
or force being put on the 
weaker front parts of the 
body.” 

The federal government 
sets standards for the seats 
themselves, but provinces 
set laws for their use. 

The weight and age of 
children in rearward-facing 
seats is often legislated at 
20 to 22 pounds, or a min¬ 
imum of one year. 

Baines recommends 
using the child’s develop¬ 
ment instead and keeping 
them rearward-facing until 


they can walk unassisted. 

“Many children are big¬ 
ger than in the past, and 
that’s why we’ve brought 
in the developmental part,” 
she says. 

“Babies that are lar¬ 
ger won’t always have the 
muscle strength, even 
though they passed 22 
pounds long ago. Walking 
unassisted indicates that 
they have the muscle de¬ 
velopment to hold their 
bodies and spines upright.” 

When a child moves 
from a front-facing seat to a 
booster seat, height should 
be the primary factor. The 
booster seat’s sole purpose 
is to raise the child suffi¬ 
ciently so a seatbelt can be 
used. 

The seatbelt must fit 
correctly over the hips and 
shoulder, and the child 
should be able to sit with 
his or her back against the 
seat, and with knees com¬ 
pletely bent over the front 
of the seat cushion. 

Until this is possible, 
the child should re¬ 
main in a seat with 
a five-point har¬ 
ness, All child 
seats should be 
replaced after 
their expira¬ 
tion date or if 
they’ve been 
in a crash, 
even if the 
seat was 
empty at the 
time. Baines 
cautions 
about buying 
used seats. 


• Better safe than sorry. 

Always register your seat 
with the manufacturer 
when you buy it, so you can 
be alerted to any product 
recalls. 


• Support is crucial. Make 
sure any seat sufficiently 
cushions the child's head 
and prevents excessive head 
and neck movement in a 
crash. 


“It’s illegal to sell 
second-hand seats unless 
they meet the Transport 
Canada safety standards as 
of January 2012,” she says.
